SHAKERS MOVING TO FLORIDA. 


Purchatio of a Largo Tract of Land for 


tho Mount Lebanon Colony. 


Tho Shakers of Mount Lebanon, who 


have for an ago been a part of the pic- 
turesque rural life of New York state, 
fii'0 soon to nbnmlon their historical 
town in tho Berkshire hills, to cast 
aside old-time tradition and custom, 
nixcl remove to pastures new. 
Within a 


low clays tha Slmkor society of Mount 
Lobtmon, 1ms purchased, through a real 
estate broker, no less than oigtot thou- 
sand acres of land in Florida; ranging 
northward from Lake Okeochobee, and 
comprising1 a largo part of Osceola and 
I>o$pto counties. Tho Shakers are now 
considering- tho purchase of eight thou- 
sand more acres, making sixteen thou- 
sand iu all, which -will include an en- 
tire township in Florida, Some time 
ago the Shakers purchased a small tract 
in California and another in northern 
Ohio, but neither has proved suitable 
for the establishment of a large colony, 
hence they turned their eyes to the 
south, ancl have couchuled a satisfac- 
tory purchase. As a result of the deal 
tho Shakers will establish the largest 
settlement in this country, and, as tho 
land iu Florida is rich and fertile, the 
settlement will begin with every nat\i- 
ral advantage. 


Tho removal to Florida of this his- 


torical soot, says tho Florida Times- 
Union, will mark an era in the history 
of the very remarkable society of Mount 
Lebanon. Originally these Mount 
Leb- 


anon Shakers were an offshoot from 
tho society of Quakers or Friends. In 
1747 some members of that society in 
Manchester, England, formed a distinct 
association under the leadership of 
James and Jane Wardly. For several 
years the little company was only no- 
ticeable through being more noisy than 
most of the assemblages of Quakers, 
dancing, shouting, trembling, etc., -un- 
der the supposed influence of the spirit. 
But in 1770 ono of the members, Ann 
Lee, professed to receive some peculiar 
revelations, testifying that the carnal 
nature of the flesh was the root of all 
human depravity; and, second, that she 
herself was Christ, or tho incarnate 
deity, in tho female form. Tho new sect 
became thoroughly infatuated with Ann 
Lee's teachings; they called her "Moth- 
r Ann," and declared their belief that 
no blessing could descend to any per- 
son except through her. But outside 
of their small circle the new doctrines 
were regarded as blasphemous, and 
Ann Lee and her worshipers were im- 
prisoned and fined. 


In 1774, therefore, in obedience to an- 


other of Ann Leo's revelations, she and 
several of her followers emigrated to 
tfew York and settled in Niskayiina 
now Watervliet), about seven miles 
from Albany. The death of Mother 
Ann occurred in 1S47. She estab- 
ished the community in the form of a 
!amily, and the general plan which she 
aid down has ever since been followed. 
~.n 17S7 Joseph Meacham, ono of Ann's 
irst converts in this country, collected 
icr adherents in a settlement in Mount 
icbanon. Within a few years Meachara 
lad formed eleven other settlements in 
Now York and other states. No other 
societies were formed until about fif- 
teen 3'ears later, when some mission- 
aries were sent to the west and founded 
four communities in Ohio and two in 
Kentucky. Part of these settlements 
are still in existence; others have been 
entirely dispersed. 
But tho Mount 


Lebanon settlement has remained the 
"home," or original town of tho .so- 
ciety.

Nature Has Been Very Qenerotla 


Tliia Year. 


INTELLIGENCE OF HORSES. 


Many Arc of tho Opinion That a Horse 


May \Veop. 


Do horses weep? is a question dis- 


.cussed by tho Admiralty and Horse 
Oruards Gazette. It tells us that there 
is a well-authenticated case of a horse 
weeping' during tho Crimean war. On 
the advance to tho heights of Alma, a 
battery of artillery became exposed to 
the fire of a concealed Russian battery, 
and in the coiirse of a few minutes it 
was nearly destroyed, men and horses 
killed and wounded, guns dismounted 
and limbers broken; a solitary horse, 
which had apparently escaped unhurt, 
was observed standing with fixed gaze 
upon an object close beside him; this 
turned out to bo his late master, quite 
dead. Tho poor animal, when a trooper 
was dispatched to recover him, was 
found with copious tears flowing1 from 
his eyes; and it was only by main force 
that he could bo dragged away from 
the spot, and his unearthly cries to get 
back to his master were heartrending. 
Apropos of the intense love that cavalry 
horses have for music, a correspondent 
of the Gazette writes that when the 
Sixth dragoons recently changed their 
quarters a maro belonging to ono of 
tho troopers was taken 30 ill as to bo 
unable to proceed on tho journey the 
following morning. Two days later 
another detachment of tho same regi- 
ment, accompanied by the band, ar- 
rived. The sick mare was in a loose 
box, 
and, making her way through tho 


shop of a tradesman, took her place in 
the troop before she was secured and 
brought back to the stable. But tho ex- 
citement had proved too great, and tho 
subsequent exhaustion proved fatal. 


The Abundance at Berries and Nut», It I« 


Said, Presaged Severe Cold and 


Lots of Snoiv the 
Com- 


ing Winter. 


Jf there is anything in the old belie! 


that a season of abundant wild fruits, 
and especially nuts, presages a cold 
and snowy winter, we may expect se- 
vere weather five, six and seven months 
hence, says the New York Sun. All 
the wild fruits hereabouts have been 
unusually abundant, and there is prom- 
ise of an equally abundant nut crop. 
The fruit season opened with plenty of 
wild strawberries. 
If tho cultivated 


strawberry could retain, along with its 
largo size, the sugary sweetness and 
juicy tenderness of the wild berry it 
would be vastly inore popular even 
than now, and the sin of strawberry 
short cake would be seldom committed. 


Just after the strawberries came the 


wild blackcap raspberries, abundant 
and excellent. 
They were greedily 


eaten by birds and boys and like wild 
creatures. Blackberries are still ripen- 
ing, because their season is longer than 
that of most other wild fruits. In the 
immediate suburbs they are abundant, 
but smaller than usual, though farther 
north they are 
both plentiful and 


luscious. They are extremely sweet 
this year in spite of tho plentiful rain, 
which is sometimes supposed to in- 
crease the size of such fruits at the ex- 
pense of tho flavor. The berries that 
grow in tho shade of the woodlands 
seem to reach the highest perfection. 
Wild cherries are abundant, and ripen- 
ing in good season. They seem to be a 
favorite fruit with the birds, and the 
output of that delectable and beautiful 
cordial, cherry bounce, is greatly cur- 
tailed by reason of the fact that the 
birds seize each separate cherry as it 
ripens on the bunch. Wild apple trees 
in fields and woodlands, where they 
have sprung up as volunteers and have 
never been grafted, are "roping" with 
fruit, as is the picturesque country 
phrase. They have a pleasant wild 
tang, often in keeping with their out- 
lawry, but they make excellent apple- 
sauce. Cooking seems to rob them of a 
certain griping quality, but does not 
destroy their wild flavor. 


Tho nuts promise well, and upon 


these the weather indication is sup- 
posed especially to hang, An abund- 
ant nut crop is held to indicate a provi- 
dential care against snow and cold, for 
the needs of squirrels and other wild 
creatures that lay in winter stores. The 
nuts arc full of delightful suggestions 
to country-bred men whose memories 
are still supple. The hickory nut 
scorns to be full size now, and they 
gleam pleasantly among the leaves. 
Their pungent odor is a lively spur to 
memory. The chestnuts, which seem 
only yesterday to have lost their tas- 
sels, are showing abundant small ten- 
der furs. They were hoary with prom- 
ise in the blossom stage, but the trees 
never lived up to the early indications. 
Walnuts swing high in air, their twin 
green 
spheres thickly 
dotting the 


rather thin foliage of the great trees.

An Important Feature In tho Buslnoa* of 
4O,000 Dealers In Stoves In This Country. 


Tin and sheet iron workers dealing 


in stoves iisually make their own stove- 
pipe, while the bulk of tho product of 
stovepipe manufacturers is sold 
to 


dealers in stoves, hardware and house- 
furnishing goods. Most stovep!pe is 
made by hand. 
There arc various 


patents relating to the manner of join- 
ing the seam, and pipes are made that 
can be shipped nested, the seams to be 
joined at tho point of 
destination, 


thereby saving freight charges, says 
the New York Sun, 


Stovepipe is sold in joints, two feet 


in length, and in various diameters. In 
anthracite regions the. pipe averages 
five or six inches in diameter, but in 
soft coal regions it is mostly seven or 
eight inches in diameter. Stovepipe is 
much cheaper than itused to be. Such 
pipe as formerly sold at retail at twen- 
five cents a joint, can now bo bought 
at fifteen cents or less. There are in 
the United States about forty thou- 
sand dealers of one kind or another 
who sell stoves, and the annual con- 
sumption of stovepipe in this cousitry 
amounts to millions of joints. Stav-e- 
pipo manufacture)1.1? begin makmg pipe 
for the winter trade about the middle 
of summer, and jobbers begin placing 
their orders about the same time. The 
distribution to dealers is active through 
August and September, and it continues 
until the end of winter. 


While many stove dealers having tin- 


smiths' plants make their own pipe, 
very few now manufacture 
elbows, 


which they can buy cheaper from the 
manufacturer. 
Thorp are, numerous 


patents on elbows. There, arc elbows 
that are made all in ono piece, and oth- 
ors are made in sections. There is more 
machine work in the manufacture of 
elbows than in the mamvfactiire of pipe. 
The old-fashioned right-angled elbow of 
two pieces is still made by hand, but it; 
sale is limited', and most elbows are- o 
tho modern kind, with three, foxtr or 
fivo sections. There are adjustable el 
bows, made with.a movable joint,, which 
can be adjusted to any angle or to two 
angles.

misty past is that given by the York 
(Me.) 
Courant of tho wreck of 
the 


Nottingham galley on Boon island. 
This vessel, which was bound to Bos- 
ton from London, was driven on the 
island in a terrible gale on. the night of 
December 11, 1710. The weather was 
so dreadful that some of the sufferers 
soon died. There was nothing to eat 
but ehreds of raw hide, rockweed and 
a few mussels. After a few days two 
of the men attempted to get to York 
on a raft but were drowned. 
At last 


the hunger of the survivors became so 
raging that they ate" some of the flesh 
of their dead comrades, and, having no 
fire, must, perforce, swallow this raw. 
Immediately their dispositions, which 
had been kind and helpful, seemed to 
undergo a total change.

praying, they began to swear, and 
quarrels commenced. 
At last, after 


twenty-three days of this horrible life, 
they were rescued, being then ' mere 
skeletons and unable to walk. A light- 
house was. erected on this island in 1811. 


Vanished Now Humpshiro Forests. 


In. New Hampshire, originally, two, 


great belts of white pine occupied the 
valleys of the Merrirnac and Conp.eiAi- 
cut which contained some of the fijiest 
timber in New England; T\v's mag- 
nificent forest has long siijGe disap- 
peared, a few scattered rem/iants., only 
remaining. 
Specimens 
have 
been 


known which were more than two 
hundred feet high a:ul six, or oi^ht feet 
in diameter. As the -white pirto seeds 
very freely, the site-of the a-aciemt for- 
est is indicated by inany tracts oJi vig- 
orous saplings, which, in thirty years 
we available lo cut for pa-il and fish 
barrel staves, box boajda and even for 
small building1 timber: Springing up, 
as it docs, on so many worn out and 
abandoned faa-ms,. it lias made industry 
and wealth posai'ble to many parts V>f 
the state •whichi otherwise would h^.ve 
been wholly deserted. It is estimated 
that southern New Hampshire conrtrib- 
utes at least'twenty-five million feet 
of dimension timber 
each yo&r for 


small frames for houses and barns in 
that section, thus displacing that much 
spruce fronting timber.

The region is wholly j 
wild, being used for cattle grazing. ! 
Mrs. King occupies an area larger than 
one of the eastern states—an area that. 
would in the east support a state capital, ; 
with 
governor and legislature and 
, 


numerous small towns, with, competing • 
railway systems and rival baseball 
nines.

The owner of this principality is a ] 


generous and liberal-minded 
woman ' 


about sixty years of age. 
She does 
^ 


much good and takes care of her peo- ' 
pie. To each laborer on her estate she ' 
o-ives a cow. 
Her ranch of Santa Ger- ' 


trulis is the largest in the world. It is 
bounded by Corpus Christi bay for a 
distance of 40 miles, and by barbed j 
wire fences for 300 miles more. From 
: 


her front door to her front gate is 18 
miles, and she can drive in her carriage 
Go miles in a straight line without go- 
ing off her own premises. Her house 
is like a castle on the Rhine—a typical 
baronial mansion. It is situated on a 
slight eminence, surrounded by the 
modest dwellings of her dependents and 
by fields of corn. Beyond, on every 
side, is a green wilderness of mesquite 
and cactus. 


The chateau is as completely fur- 


nished and as handsomely equipped as 
any mansion on Fifth avenue New 
York. No luxury that money can buy 
anywhere is lacking to the widow, who, 
by the way, is the daughter of the first 
Presbyterian missionary to the Rio 
Grande. 


Corpus Christi is the terminus, of 3 


railway, and from that point a con- 
tiuuous stream of wagons carries ice 
and other necessaries to the ranch. 
Mrs. King lives for several months of 
each year in a palace at Corpus Christi. 
Her son-in-law, R. J. Kiebcrk, is gen- 
eral manager of the ranch, on which 
are 200,000 cattle of improved breeds. 
Long trains of freight cars are made up 
at Corpus Ciiristi to carry Mrs. King's 
cattle to the east.

£100,000 a year. 
For every twenty

ported Cocoa. 


Secretary Herbert has ..ordered that 


cornstalk be used to fill-the cofferdams 
of the two big battleships Nos. 5 and 6, 
the designs of which are being com- 
pleted. 
Thus, says the Washington 


Star, a purely American product will 
replace the imported cocoa cellulose, 
which is largely used in all of our mod- 
ern naval vessels. 
The order was is- 


,ued as the result of a careful test of 
;he relative merits of the two kinds of 
cellulose, conducted by a special board, 
leaded by Constructor Linnard. 
Two 


dentical iron tanks were filled with 
;he cellulose, one with cocoa and the 
other with cornstalk. Six and eight- 
nch shells were firod clear through 
them, and then the tanks were filled 
with water to ascertain to what extent 
:he cellulose fulfilled its function of 
Dreventing the leakage of water through 
;he shot holes into the interior of the 
vessel. In a few minutes the cocoa was 
.etting a stream through at the rate of 
lalf a gallon a minute, while at the 
nd of an hour and a half not a drop 
md leaked out of the cornstalk tank. 
This settled conclusively the water-re- 
sisting merits of the new compound. 


Another important test followed, in- 


;ended to compare the inflammability of 
the two substances, a matter that has 
come to be regarded as of the first order 
of importance since the Chinese war- 
ships were set on fire by the explosion 
of Japanese shells. When small shells 
were exploded in the cocoa, it smoul- 
dered first, and was then fanned into 
flames by a light breeze. The cornstalk 
cellulose 
was slightly charred, but 


could not be be ignited, and so scored 
another point. 


Next the tanks were filled with 


water and left in a 'Warm place for 
.everal weeks to determine the chemic- 
il effect of their contents upon the hull 
)lates of a ship and upon the hygenic 
conditions. The cocoa destroyed the 
>aint, corroded the iron plates, and 
inally decomposed itself. 
The corn- 


stalk only slightly softened the paint, 
did not affect the iron plate more than 
pure water, and, save . for a slight 
mouldering and the emission of an am- 
moniacal smell, was unchanged and still 
ierviceablc. The board also found that 
cornstalk cellulose cost but seventeen 
and one-half cents per pound as against 
Aventy-two cents for the cocoa, and as 
t is lighter and less is required to fill 
the cofferdams, it really costs but two- 
thirds the price of cocoa.
